Background of the Invention 
1 . Technical Field 

The present invention relates to tape measure devices and, 
more particularly, to a dual option tape measure which includes a 
body in which a flexible metal or plastic measuring tape is wound, 
a forward tongue section connected to, extending forwardly from and 
pivotably mounted on the outer end of the measuring tape, a rear 
tail section mounted on the rear of the tape measure body which is 
movable between extended and retracted positions, and two distinct 
sets of measurement numbers printed on the flexible measuring tape 
for instantly providing internal or external measurements,
